The cycle of family violence affects everyone in a 
family. Recently the Grace Center opened here in Sier¬ 
ra Madre with the mission to interrupt this cycle and 
enable families to receive needed aid sooner than might 
otherwise be possible. 

Grace Center provides a warm, family-friendly atmo¬ 
sphere to help ease the trauma of those already in crisis. 
A caring and knowledgeable staff, personified by Grace 
Center Executive Director Connie McCleary, conduct 
necessary interviews and examinations directed toward 
finding resources and procedures that are needed and to 
prosecute abusers. 

Serving on their Board of Directors is Sierra Madre 
Chief of Police Joe Surgent. He was instrumental in 
finding the building here that is being used for the cen¬ 
ter. Sierra Madre is an ideal place. It is a quiet, low 
profile community, with an excellent police department 
and convenient to public transportation.

About this season we seem to have a rash of certain stains 
that occur every year. We expect them and we know how to 
remove them from your clothes without damage to the fabrics 
01 the dyes From your best table linens, too.

cording to Christiansen 
they picked up a couple of 
kids just last week for tres¬ 
passing and spray painting 
in the area. Primarily, the 
police go up to the dam at 
the request of residents, 
who are concerned about 
fire danger and about 
packs of strangers linger¬ 
ing behind their homes. 

Other dangers include 
fire and the danger of inju¬ 
ry. According to Sergeant 
Christiansen, an injury up 
there can be serious, be¬ 
cause it takes a long time 
for emergency services to 
reach the victim. He gave 
several examples, includ¬ 
ing incidents when help 
did not arrive until it was 


too late. He also men¬ 
tioned that several other 
times they have discovered 
the bodies of individuals 
who fell victim to crime. 

Along with the human 
factor, there is also an en¬ 
vironmental reason that 
the police patrol the area. 
Visitors to the area often 
leave their trash behind, 
which not only disrupts the 
ecosystem, but also clogs 
the flood control drain.

He feels the multi-lateral exercise in¬ 
creased the operational readiness of his unit and other 
. military units involved. 

Gillespie is a hospital corpsman for the 11th MEU 
where he tends to the health care of Sailors and Marines 
on the Cleveland. His role during the course of the ex¬ 
ercise allowed operations to run smoothly. “I provided 
medical support for over 2,300 Marines and Sailors,” 
said Gillespie, who’s married to the Ewinz’ daughter 
Tamara. 

Tandem Thrust was a large combined military exer¬ 
cise that is held every two years in the Western Pacific. 
This year it involved 43 naval ships and more than 
25,000 Sailors and Marines. ^ 

Conducting exercises like Tandem Thrust helps the 
Cleveland maintain stability in regions of the Western 
Pacific and Middle East that have strategic and economic 


importance to the United States. 

As part of a three-ship amphibious ready group 
(ARG), the San Diego-based Cleveland is uniquely de¬ 
signed to conduct assault missions from the sea while 
deployed near coastal regions. The 680-foot warship can 
quickly move its 300 Marines to any crisis area in the 
Western Pacific, Indian Ocean and Arabian Gulf. Once 
an amphibious assault has been launched, the Cleveland 
serves primarily as a command-and-control station pro¬ 
viding logistic support to Marine forces on shore. 

Gillespie feels that in order for the Navy to success¬ 
fully carry out its mission of peacetime forward presence 
and crisis response, regular training exercises with for¬ 
eign military forces are a must. 

“Training with foreign countries ensures a close 
working and operational relationship with our allies,” 
said Gillespie, a three-year Navy veteran.

Santa Barbara County 
Vineyards 

After seven trips and four weeks worth of writing 
about our neighbors to the south, we must not forget our 
other “Backyard” Vineyards, just north of Los Angeles: 
Santa Barbara County. This coastal region includes two 
main sub-appellations, Santa Ynez and Santa Maria Val¬ 
leys. Here, some of the state’s finest and most distinc¬ 
tive Pinot Noir and Chardonnay grapes are being grown. 
Much of the County’s areas are sufficiently cooled by 
ocean breezes and morning to afternoon fog to help grow 
outstanding Gewurztraminer and Riesling as well. 

Firestone Vineyards, the pioneer of the Santa Ynez 
Valley, have produced top quality white and red wines 
since their first vintage back in 1975. They, along with 
other leaders including, Gainey, Sanford, Byron and 
Zaca Mesa, have helped dispell the myth that wines from 
this region are always herbaceous and vegetal. Merlot 
and Cabernet, especially from Firestone are supple and 
polished, showing plenty of fruit and enough complex¬ 
ity, even when young, to make them outstanding values. 

As for Pinot Noir, Santa Barbara is now recognized 
as one of the premiere growing regions in the world. 

The 1994 vintage as a whole was fantastic, provid¬ 
ing good yields and intensely flavored wines for most 
producers. The Gainey Vineyards and the Santa Bar¬ 
bara Winery’s Pinots are particularly noteworthy. This 
was accomplished by a long, cool growing season, al¬ 
lowing the grapes to develop complex aromas and ripe 
fruit flavors. 

The Santa Barbara Winery also produces a spectacu¬ 
lar Reserve Pinot Noir, using the Bien Nacido and their 
own Lafond vineyards. Here is a wine with layer upon 
layer of fruit, balanced with a generous use of French 
Oak to create and aromatic yet spicy Pinot Noir. It begs 
for baked or grilled salmon, mushrooms, risotto or any 
Middle Eastern Cuisine. A Chardonnay Lafond and 
Reserve Chardonnay are also available. The Reserve and 
the Lafond are both just loaded with rich tropical fruit 
and complex, toasted oak flavors. The perfect compan¬ 
ion to Fettuccine Alfredo with tiny petite peas and crum¬ 
bled smoked bacon. 

Santa Barbara Winery’s family owned vineyard, 
Lafond, named after their owner Pierre Lafond, was 
purchased in 1972. And its 70 acres were planted in 
Chardonnay, Sauvignon Blanc, Pinot Noir, Zinfandel, 
Cabernet Franc and Cabernet Sauvignon. It is respon¬ 
sible for producing their top flight Chardonnay Lafond, 
and the vineyard is perfectly located just 6 miles west 
of Buellton. They produce 15 different wines all made 
with great pride and care. Their quality and price value 
has helped make this winery a local favorite. 

The Winery and tasting room are conveniently locat¬ 
ed in downtown Santa Barbara on Anacapa Street and 
is said to be the oldest in Santa Barbara County. This 
winery and its surrounding Valleys deserve our atten¬ 
tion. Santa Barbara County, like Temecula Valley, have 
earned their place in California wine making history. Till 
next week.

Fire Suppression Tax 
Goes To Voters

It is now up to Arcadia 
property owners to exer¬ 
cise their voting power. At 
the Council meeting held 
on July 15, the Council 
Members unanimously 
agreed to prevent City 
Manager William Kelly 
from casting the City of 
Arcadia's ballot for the 
Fire Suppression District. 
Ballots for the $2.2 million 
tax increase, designed to 
correct the city's budget 
imbalance of nearly 2 mil¬ 
lion dollars, were mailed 
out to residents on June 20 
and are expected to be 
tabulated on August 5. 

While most property 
owners will only be able to 
cast one vote, the Arcadia 
City Hall, with a tax bill 
that runs up to $10,000, 
could have put in 80 votes. 
But after hearing numer¬ 
ous property owners voice 
their concerns about how 
the Council Members 
stood to benefit from the 


tax revenue, the Council 
Members decided to leave 
the issue in the hands of 
the voters. 

Mayor Robert Harbicht, 
however, did declare, "I 
feel that the time has come 
for us to get our fiscal 
house in order; property 
owners need to pay an ex¬ 
tra 33 cents a day to keep 
[municipal] services at the 
level they are currently at." 

If the proposed Fire 
Suppression District is re¬ 
jected by the voters, the 
safety services of police 
officers, firefighters, and 
paramedics will be cut. In 
addition, the library may 
be closed one or two days 
a week while the number 
of youth and senior citizen 
activities sponsored by the 
city will be reduced. 
Those who wish to with¬ 
draw or change their vote 
on the issue may do so at 
any time prior to the con¬ 
clusion of the public hear¬ 
ing held on August 5. 

The Uniform Traffic 


Ordinance was introduced 
to the Council during the 
meeting. Passage of the 
ordinance would raise the 
annual overnight parking 
fee from $60 to $84. Ac¬ 
cording to Administrative 
Services Director James 
Dale, the city currently 
gives out 1,400 to 1,500 
overnight parking permits 
per year. The city, which 
now receives around 
$6,500 from parking per¬ 
mit sales would get $9,400 
if the ordinance were to be 
passed. 

Arcadia's Youth Master 
Plan has been presented to 
both the City Council and 
the School Council. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Kuhn was appointed to the 
Youth Master Plan Steer¬ 
ing Committee, whose 
goal, declared City Man¬ 
ager William Kelly, was 
"to help guide the plan, 
making sure it moves 
through its various imple¬ 
mentation stages.

Summertime Safety: Doctors urge 
Parents and Kids to Learn First Aid 


With visions of picnics, 
vacations, volleyball, 
swimming and every other 
outdoor activity dancing in 
their heads, children and 
adults alike forward to 
summer. While these ac¬ 
tivities can be a great deal 
of fun, they can also be a 
source of potential acci¬ 
dents. Doctors encourage 
those getting ready to cel¬ 
ebrate summer to plan 
ahead and be prepared in 
case of emergency. 

“Knowing what to do 
and what supplies to have 
on hand in case of emer¬ 
gency is very important,” 
says Michael Agron, 
M.D., Medical Director of 
Emergency Services at 
methodist Hospital in Ar¬ 
cadia. “Tve seen many 
people come through the 
emergency room door. 
Often their condition could 
have been better if some¬ 
one who was there at the 
time of the accident had 
initiated proper first aid,” 
he said. 

Doctors at methodist 
Hospital encourage chil¬ 
dren and adults to plan 
ahead and be prepared in 
case of emergency. Dr. 
Argon offers these first aid 
tips for various emergency 
situations. 

Drowning 

In the event of a drown¬ 
ing, remove the victim 
from the water, have 
someone cal 19-1 -1 or your 
local emergency number. 
Check consciousness and 
breathing. If the victim is 
not breathing, tilt the head 
to open to airway and at¬ 
tempt rescue breathing. If 
breaths do not go in, retilt 


the head and attempt res¬ 
cue breathing again. If air 
still does not go in, give 
abdominal thrusts (Heim¬ 
lich maneuver) for chil¬ 
dren and adults to clear the 
airway. Once the airway is 
clear, provide rescue 
breathing or CPR, as 
needed. 

Choking 

Determine if breathing 
is obstructed partially or 
completely. If air can still 
be exchanged, encourage 
the choking person to 
cough. In the event there 
is no air exchanged, stand 
behind the person and 
place your arms around 
their waist. Grasp one fi.st 
in your other hand and po¬ 
sition the thumb side of 
your fist against the middle 
of the victim’s abdomen 
just above the navel and 
well below the rib cage. 
Press your fist into their 
abdominal area with a 
quick upward thrust. If 
necessary, repeat the pro¬ 
cedure. 

Stings 

The normal reaction to 
an ant, bee or wasp sting is 
temporary pain, redness, 
swelling and itching. Re¬ 
move the stinger by scrap¬ 
ing the skin with a clean 
fingernail, knife or razor 
blade. Removing the 
stinger with tweezers or 
pinching it with fingernails 
only squeezes more 
venom into the wound. 
Once the stinger is re¬ 
moved, wash the area with 
.soap and water and apply 
cold compresses for 15 to 
20 minutes. Then apply 
calamine lotion or a paste 
or meat tenderizer mixed 


with water. 

Cuts and Wounds 

For a minor cut, wash¬ 
ing the wound with soap 
and water is the best way 
to prevent infection. After 
the cut has been com¬ 
pletely cleaned, protect it 
with an adhesive bandage 
if the area is apt to get 
dirty. Antibiotic ointments 
may speed healing but 
aren’t essential. Antisep¬ 
tics, disinfectants, and rub¬ 
bing alcohol are not rec¬ 
ommended for use on open 
wounds. 

Sprains 

Sprains are injuries due 
to stretching or tearing 
ligaments or other tissues 
liKatedataJoint. They are 
caused by a sudden twist 
or stretch of the tissues. 
The affected joint should 
be elevated and placed at 
complete rest. To reduce 
swelling and relieve pain, 
apply ice packs on and off 
for the first day or two. 
Swelling and discoloration 
may also be reduced by 
using an elastic bandage 
for compression. If swell¬ 
ing and pain persist, it may 
be a good idea to visit your 
doctor. 

Fractures and Dislo¬ 
cations 

A fracture is a broken or 
cracked bone. Symptoms 
include severe pain, ten¬ 
derness, swelling, defor¬ 
mity and inability to use 
the injured part. First, im¬ 
mobilize the fracture. For 
an upper arm fracture, tie 
the arm to the body; tie a 
broken leg to the uninjured 
leg. Knots should be tied 
away from the site of the 
injury. Padding should be 


used to fill in the space or 
the natural hollows be¬ 
tween the injured limb and 
the body. 

For fractures of the col¬ 
larbone, shoulder, lower 
arm, wrist, hand or fingers, 
make a sling from a length 
of fabric. If bones in the 
foot appear to be broken, 
leave the shoe on with the 
laces loosened until medi¬ 
cal help is available. The 
injured person should be 
taken to the hospital as 
soon as possible. 

Head Iiyuries 

Do not move a person 
who has fallen or suffered 
some other type of head 
injury unless failure to do 
so poses an immediate 
threat. Moving a person 
with a fractured neck or 
spine can result in death or 
serious disability. If the 
person is unconscious and 
unable to breath, start res¬ 
cue breathing. Call for an 
ambulance. 

Even for a minor head 
injury, do not leave the 
person alone for the first 
24 hours. 

Summertime can be a 
fun time, but when acci¬ 
dents happen and people 
are not prepared with first 
aid skills, visions of vaca¬ 
tions and outdoor activities 
can turn into nightmares.

Even should she forget, I will 
never forget you.” But while God loves us deeply, this 
does not mean that all our problems will be divinely 
resolved without any help on our part. In the Bible, it 
was always God working with the individual. As a col¬ 
loquial modem prayer has it, “There ain’t nothing gon¬ 
na happen today that you and 1 together can’t handle.” 
In terms of .seeking God’s protection, it is a matter of me 
and God together. 

St. Paul experienced a sense of strong confidence in 
divine help. He knew well his weakness and vulnera¬ 
bility and had every reason for fear. “I have the strength 
for everything through him who empowers me.” He 
wrote from the seeming hopelessness of a prison cell. 
“What then shall we say to this? If God is for us, who 
can be against us?” Paul didn’t expect life to be a breeze 
or never to have cause for fear. But Paul had confidence 
that God would see him through if he trusted - and was 
patient. In another place he says, “We know that all 
things work for good for those who love God” All 
things, even misfortunes. (By Fr. John J Castelot).

Barney often tickles ones intellectual pallet with ser¬ 
mon titles that brings a smile to ones face. His sermon 
title was, “Wheelin’ & Dealin’ with Kneelin’ &. Healin.” 
That appellation is in and of itself a sermon and the truth 
ensconced within the quotation makes is something that 
God wishes that we weave into the fabric of our lives. 

This area of divine healing is continuous, confusing 
and not least of which, controversial. Most of us fall into 
one of three categories when defining our stance on this 
topic. Barney identified them as ‘Then Not Now” -

This form of ministry is 
emotional and dramatic but concomitantly opens that 
door to Pandora’s box. There are those who claim to be 
one of Christ’s instruments of healing. They are noth¬ 
ing more than a channel through which Christ can dis¬ 
play His power and might. At the same time, and this is 
where Pandora’s box comes into play, there are those 
who are charlatans who exploit and deceive people for 
material gain and/or ego gratification. Lastly, there is 
the “Now and How?” This is probably where most of 
us camp. We believe in the “Now” but don’t know 
“How?” It is probably the most logical position because 
is shows sones faith that the miraculous power of God 
is available to those who believe and yet leaves the door 
open for God to exercise His sovereignty and will. This 
is as it should be because we do God an injustice by lim¬ 
iting Him and trying to encase Him in our personal box. 
J.B. Phillips was ever so right when he wrote about the 
fact that our God is was too small. If we were to listen 
closely we would hear from heaven the .strains of the old 
song, “Don’t Fence Me In.”
